try, about two hundred strong, act- 
ing as escort to my inple train, of 
about one hundred and sixty wagons, 
was moving jnst in advance of it.

clerks and orderlies—were fitting on 
tmr bones, revolvers in hand, as the 
infantry came running back toward 
na; but the little drummer boy, on 
arriving at the fence corner just be- 
fore me, looked up, bare-headed as 
h« WM. and seeing us and the train, 
at once wheeled round and began 
beating the 'long roll,' which meant 
•faH into line.' The 1 ittle black-hair- 
•d fellow played his level best, and 
the flying rum hearing the roll- 
call, and seeing the brave little fel- 
lewbeating so furiously and resolutely 
•with his face to the approaching ene- 
my, began falling into line, and soon 
nearly all of them were in battle or- 
der, and blazing away at the coming 
rebels. The drum, however, could 
•till be heard above the din and rat- 
tle of the musketry. We discharged 
onr revolvers at the enemy across the 
corner of tbe field fence, and the fire 
of onr now rahed escort was so hot 
and effective that the rebels soon re- 
treated and ran into the timber out of 
sight, leaving many dead and wound- 
ed. I rode up to the little dnimmer- 
doy, and patting him on his head 
told him he onght to have a captain's 
commission, for he by his coolness 
and courage had stopped the panic 
and saved the train from capture. 
'Well,' said he. 'the long roll will 
atop a panic if anything will.' I 
don't know what became of that 
brave boy, but hope he was rewarded. 
I reported the whole affair to the di- 
Tiaion commander, and especially 
prauad and recommended the boy 
for promotion."

Harvard College, class of 1S32. A 
recent letter from him states that he 
baa never heard of the fate of this 


next morning he was buried decently, 
but not a Mason CV.TUG to the fnnoral.
